Included  in  the  Report  is  a  section  by  Mr.A.Ede, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  the  Sanitary  Inspection  of 
the  District  and  the  refuse  collection  service.  I  am 

indebted  to  Bilr.G.E  .Knight  ,  Surveyor  and  Engineer,  for  particulars 
of  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  and  exteraons  to  the 
sewerage  systems. 

As  is  usually  the  case  the  health  statistics  are 
favourable  for  the  Rural  District.  The  infantile  mortality  is 
very  low  and  the  District  was  free  from  serious  outbreaks  of 
disease . 


Restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  continue  in 
force  and  have  caused  delay  and  alteration  in  the  Council’s 
programme  for  sewerage  schemes. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  m5^  sincere  thanks  to  my  colleagues  for  their 
co-operation,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Co'oncil  for  their  help 
and  support  during  the  year.

As  in  bhe  previous  year  bhe  re  was  a  fall  in  bhe 
number  of  children  vaccinabed,  onl;^  121  babies  under  one  year 
of  age  were  probecbed  in  bhis  way  as  compared  wibh  ISO  in  1934, 
and  247  in  1933. 

When  poliomyelibis  is  prevalenb  fewer  children  are 
vaccinabed  albhough  vaccinabion  bears  no  relabionship  bo 
suscepbibili by  bo  poliomyelibis. 

In  order  bhab  bhere  should  be  a  sufficienb  barrier 
bo  prevenb  epidemics  of  smallpox,  ab  leasb  30%  of  babies  should 
be  vaccinabed.  In  previous  years  bhe  response  has  been  good 
bub  bhere  has  been  a  falling  off  in  bhe  year  under  review.

TUBERCULOSIS  (conbM) 

Twenby  bwo  new  cases  of'  bubercnlosis  were  nobified 
as  compared  wi bh  bhirbeen  in  195^.  The  increase  was  due  bo 
bhirbeen  cases  discovered  as  a  resulb  of  a  mass  radiography 
survey  in  bhe  Polish  Uosbels. 

Only  one  deabh  was  caused  by  buberculosis .  Modern 
breabmenb  of  bhe  disease  has  broughb  aboub  a  greab  decline 
in  bhe  deabh  rabe  from  bhis  disease,  bub  bhe  number  of  cases 
on  bhe  regisber  has  nob  decreased.  The  risk  of  infecbion 
bherefore  has  nob  declined. 

Vaccinabion  againsb  buberculosis  is  now  being  offered 
bo  bhirbeen  year  old  school  children  in  Glouces bershire .  There 
has  been  a  good  response  and  bhe  probecbion  afforded  bo  bhe 
young  adolescenb  ab  a  bime  of  life  of  parbicular  suscep bibiliby 
should  bring  aboub  a  fall  in  bhe  incidence  of  bhis  disease.

Food  in  bhe  open  air. 


Food  shops  and  similar  esbablishmenbs  are 
inspecbed  regularly  bo  ensure  bhab  bhe  food  is  wholesome  and  bhab 
bhe  premises  comply  wibh  requiremen bs . 

FOOD  HYGIENE  xlEGULATlONS  1955 

These  Regulabions  made  under  bhe  Food  and 
Drugs  Ac b ,  1955?  replace  Secbion  15  of  bhe  1958  Acb,  as  bhe 
principal  law  relabing  bo  food  hygiene. 

The  applicabion  of  bhese  new  Regulabions  is 
much  more  exbensive  in  bhab  bhey  apply,  generally  speaking,  nob 
only  bo  food  shops  bub  bo  all  ”food  businesses‘' ,  and  include 
canbeens,  clubs,  schools  and  so  on. 

In  bhe  main  bhe  Regulabions  came  inbo  force 
on  January  Is b., 1958,  and  are  designed  bo  prevenb  conbaminabion 
of  food.  Those  requiremenbs  dealing  wibh  sbrucbural  alberabions 
e.g.  bhe  provision  of  sintis ,  washbasins  ebc,,  do  nob  become 
operative  unbil  July  Isb,,  1958. 


NATIONAL  ASolSTANCE  ACT,  199-8,  SECTION  47 

Removal  bo  Suibable  premises  of  Pers ons 
in  Need  of  Care  and  Abbenbion 

No  applicabion  was  made  bo  bhe  Courb  for  a 
Removal  Order  under  bhis  Secbion. 

A  number  of  old  ]Deople  living  alone  and  in 
failing  healbh  liave  been  visibed  from  bine  bo  bime.  A  libble 
regular  help  of  ben  enables  bhem  bo  carry  on  living  in  bheir 
own  homes  and  prevenbs  insanibary  condibions  arising.  This 
assisbance  is  usually  given  by  bhe  Home  Help  Service.  The 
Old  People’s  Clubs  are  mosb  useful;  bhey  look  afber  bheir 
members  and  reporb  insbances  in  vNiich  help  is  required.

Laborabor.y  Facilities 

Samples  of  water,  milk:, and  ice-cream  and  pathological 
specimens  are  sent  for  bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Walton  Street,  Oxford.  The  laboratory  is 
part  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  no  charge  is  made  for  making  use  of  its  services. 

Chemical  examination  of  specimens  is  undertaken  by 
Messrs.  Ellis  &  Turner,  Public  Analysts,  Gloucester, 


Home  Help  Service 

This  Service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council,  and 
a  charge  is  made  according  to  a  scale  of  assessment.  The  Home 
Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  home  where  the  housewife  is 
temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness. 

As  noted  elsewhere,  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old 
people  who  can  no  longer  manage  because  of  infirmity.

Secbion  1„  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Renbs  Acb, 
required  all  Local  Authoribies  bo  submib  bo  bhe  Minis ber  by 
31sb.Augusb,  1959j  proposals  for  dealing  wibh  unfib  hous.es  during 
bhe  succeeding  five  years. 

A  survey  showed  bha  b  bhere  are  550  unfib  houses  in  bhe 
Disbricb  bo  be  dealb  wibh  in  a  period  of  ben  years. 

Clearance  Orders  embracing  52  houses  have  been  operabive 
for  a  nrjnber  of  years.  These  unfib  houses  are  in  villages  where 
as  yebj  albernabive  accommodabion  is  nob  available.  75  houses 
remain  bo  be  dealb  wibh  as  clearance  areas  in  a  period  of  five 
years,  and  some  115  houses  as  individual  unfib  houses  under 
Secbion  11  of  bhe  Housing  Acb,  1956. 

During  1955 >  acbion  was  baken  againsb  six  been  houses 
under  Secbions  11  &  12  of  bhe  Housing  Acb,  1956,  and  preliminary 
sbeps  were  baken  bo  deal  wibh  Clearance  Aseas  in  Oddingbon  and 
Bleckley  involving  bwenby  one  houses. 

Ib  is  nob  anbicipabed  bhab  all  bhe  houses  represenbed 
will  be  acbually  demolished  or  closed,  since  bhe  Council  has 
given  every  encouragemenb  bo  owners  of  unfib  dwellings  bo  carry 
oub  vjorks  bo  bring  bheir  properbies  up  bo  a  sbandard  of  fibness 
for  human  habibabion,  vjherever  bhis  is  pliysically  possible. 

Improvemenb  Granbs  have  enabled  a  large  number  of 
sub-sbandard  houses  bo  be  recondi bioned .  No  less  bhab  56  granbs 
were  raade  during  bhe  year.  The  houses  concerned  are  now  in  a 
good  sbabe  of  repair  and  provided  wibh  modern  amend bies. 

Wibhoub  bhis  aid  ib  is  likely  bhab  bhey  would  have  become  unfib

RQfuse  Tips

I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  an  almost  constant 
supply  of  covering  material,  this,  with  the  help  of  the  new 
equipment  has  enabled  the  tips  to  be  kept  in  better  condition. 

Paper  Salvage 

Collection  is  proceeding  well  and  the  weight  disposed  if 
is  about  20%  above  that  obtained  in  the  period  of  operation 
before  the  slump.

The  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  now  nimber  4,  and 
1  Knackers  Yard, 

A  total  of  668  carcasses  were  inspected  after  slaughter  in 
this  area. 

A  further  1301  carcasses  were  inspected  by  your  inspector 
in  coiu:‘se  of  visits  to  the  Evesham  Abattoir,  a  duty  undertaken 
by  arrangement  bet/^een  the  respective  authorities. 

The  number  inspected  in  the  North  Cotswold  area  is  100%  of 
the  cases  notified  by  the  slaughtermen. 

Ice-Cream, 

18  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  all  proved  to  be 
Grade  1. 

Very  little  unwrapped  ice-cream  is  sold  in  this  area  in 
counter  trade  or  by  travelling  salesmen,  loose  ice-cream  is 
disposed  of  mainly  in  catering  business. 

The  wholesale  trade  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few  large  firms,  and 
although  this  may  not  give  much  choice  of  variety  it  certainly 
makes  for  safety.  The  great  cost  of  plant  cuts  out  small  makers 
who  are  confined  to  cold  mix  creams  which  are  not  generally 
popular. 

Fish  Fryers. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  preparation  and  sale 
of  fried  fish. 

No  nuisance  has  arisen  from  this  trade. 

Milk  Distributors. 

Seven  milk  distributors  are  registered  with  the  Coimcil.  The 
greater  part  of  the  supply  handled  by  these  tradesmen  comes 
through  the  wholesale  suppliers. 
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Only  one  coinplainb  arose  in  connecbion  with  school  milk,  one 
sample  proved  bo  be  of  poor  keeping  quality,  bub  follow  up  samples 
showed  that  the  f  aulb  had  been  rectified. 

26  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  and  the  above  mentioned 
sample  was  the  only  poor  one. 

Pood  Premises 


The  shops  and  premises  where  food  is  handled  comprise  61 
grocers,  6  general  shops,  14  greengrocers,  15  bakers,  14  butchers, 

19  confectioners,  108  caterers  and  6  fish  shops. 

97  premises  are  registered  as  follows  ? 

78  for  sale  of  ice-cream;  4  for 

preparation  of  fried  fish;  2  for  sausage  making;  4  as  slaughter¬ 
houses;  and  7  dairies. 

The  total  visits  to  food  premises  was  762,  of  these  visits 
553  were  bo  registered  premises. 

The  following  improvements  were  made  and  defects  remedied^ 
Roofs  repaired  -  2.  Plaster  repaired  -  2.  preraises  redecorated 
or  cleansed  -  12.  Extra  dustbins  -  5  cases.  Drainage  improved- 
2.  Sanitary  accommodation  improved  -  5*  Hob  '/^ater  provided  -  2. 
Drains  cleared  -  Rats  and/or  mice  eradicated  in  15  premises. 

Many  of  the  food  premises  are  old  and  need  the  extra 
facilities  that  will  be  required  by  the  new  legislation,  bub  food 
handlers  in  this  area  show  a  proper  appreciation  of  their  respon¬ 
sibilities.  This  is  shown  by  the  absence  of  any  illness  traceable 
bo  careless  handling  of  food  or  dirty  premises. 

Caravans . 

25  caravan  sites  were  under  licence  during  the  year  and  18 
were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Generally  speaking  the  sites  were  well  kept  and  did  nob  give 
rise  bo  nuisance. 

Housing  Repairs  and  ±Rents  Act,  1954. 

Ho  certificates  of  want  of  repair  were  applied  for  during 
the  year,  'which  shows  that  there  has  been  no  general  demand  for 
increased  rents. 

I  think  this  is  mainly  due  bo  the  possible  increases  being 
boo  small  bo  risk  drawing  attention  to  necessary  repairs.  The 
new  valuation  list  may  alter  this  position. 

129  houses  have  been  inspected  and  reports  filed  which  will 
call  for  action  under  these  Acts.  Unfortunately,  provision  of 
new  dwellings  cannot  keep  pace  'with  the  need  for  them,  and  there 
is  little  sign  of  owners  embarking  on  schemes  of  improvement  for 
the  benefit  of  sitting  tenants. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  three  areas  were  mapped  and  prepared 
for  presentation. 

The  absence  of  proper  postal  addresses  led  bo  considerable 
work  in  identifying  dwellings  bo  which  old  reports  applied. 
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Prevenbion  of  Damage  by  Pesbs  Acb,  19'^9 . 

In  course  of  opera bions  under  bhe  above  Acb  surveys  were 
carried  oub  ab  281  Privabe  Houses,  147  Business  Premises,  52 
Agriculbural  Properbies,  and  25  Council  esbablishmenbs  and 
proper bies . 

Infesbabions  were  found  in  104  Privabe  Houses,  58  Business 
Premises,  21  Agriculbural  Premises  and  15  Council  properbies. 

There  were  very  heavy  invasions  of  rabs  ab  bhe  Coun.cil 
bips  jusb  afber  bhe  harvesb,  ib  seems  bhab  bhe  fine  weabher  led 
bo  an  increase  of  vermin  in  hedges  and  fields,  which  migrabed 
bo  bhe  bips  as  obher  cover  was  reduced. 

Ij575  visibs  were  made  solely  for  bhe  purpose  of  working 
bhis  Acb  and  a  furbhei?  575  for  bhis  Acb  in  conjuncbion  wibh 
obher  reasons. 

Wibh  bhe  excepbion  of  2  business  premises  cleared  by 
privabe  conbracbors,  bhese  infesbabions  were  dealb  wibh  by  bhe 
Council's  Opera b or. 

Greaber  use  has  been  made  of  bhe  new  baib  Warfarin,  bhis 
being  a  very  slow  poison  is  probably  bhe  cause  of  less  bodies 
being  found  as  a  greaber  proporbion  die  in  holes  oub  of  reach. 

Ib  is  esbimabed  from  bodies  found  bhab  bhe  number  killed 
is  around  4p00 . 

No  conbracbs  have  been  renewed  by  bhe  Air  Minisbry  and 
changes  of  ov^/nership  has  led  bo  bhe  lapse  of  obher  conbracbs. 

The  only  oubsbanding  conbracb  being  wibh  Chipping  Campden 
Grammar  School.  This  will  please  bhe  Minis bry  of  Agriculbural, 
who  have  cons  ban bly  sbabed  bhab  Councils  should  nob  underbake 
conbracbs,  mosbly  I  bhink  wibh  a  view  bo  reserving  bhis  work 
for  bhe  Minis bry’s  Operabors.
